Canadian Butter Awards 


679 Pounds Of Honey Produced By 
Ten Colonies 

In the fall of 1923 ten colonies of 
bees wore set aside at tho Ste. Anne 
do la Pocatlere experimental station to 
ascertain tho profit there Is in honey. 
Tho colonies wintered well and were 
set out In the spring for their year's 
work. The ten colonies produced 679 
pounds of honey at 18 cents per 
pound, 4 lbs. wax at 40 cents p/ 4 * 
pound and 6 new colonies at $7 each: 
total $165.82. The expenditure was 6 
per cent, on $300 Invested—$18, honey 
and sugar consumed $22 and 128 hours 
of labor at 35 cents per hour $11.80, 
total $84.80; leaving a profit balance 
of $81.02, or $8.10 per colony. 

A study of honey flows showed that 
the* maximum was reached between 4 
and 5 p.tn.; that when tin* weather Is 
dry the bees gather nectar on sunless 
days; that tho increase is larger after 
a rainy daj ; that strong winds affect 
the work of the bees; that the greater 
increase was when tho wind was 
southwest or northwest, and that a 
south wind was not favorable.

Agricultural Lin* On Prairies Being 
Pushed Farther North 

Tho discovery of varieties of wheat 
which mature early, such as Marquis 
and the new variety known as Garnet, 
has pushed the agricultural line In the 
prairie provinces sixty miloa farther 
north, according to a bulletin Issued 
by the Canadian department of trade 
and commerce. Thus it may be esti¬ 
mated that a vast new empire com 
prising some 50,000 square tulles, or 
12,000,000 ac res, will. In the course of 
time, add Its quota to the golden hsr 
vest of the Canadian west, snys the 
Quebec Chronicle. The agricultural 
wealth of the three prairie provinces 
Is at tho present time estimated at 
$2.1100,000.000. Manitoba, larger than 
Germany, Belgium and Holland com 
binel, had less than 7.000,000 acres un¬ 
der cultivation In ID23, and only 14,- 
000,000 acres occupied. Saskatche¬ 
wan. with 161,000.000 acres, is culti¬ 
vating less than 17 per cent.; Alberta, 
with practically the same area, has 
only 40.000.000 acres disposed of out 
of 60.000,000 acres of agricultural Ion da 
already surveyed. 


C\y>c 3 to Quick Growth Will Smother 
Out AM Common Weeds 

(By Jus. 1>. McGregor, Oletiearnock 
Stock Farms, Brandon, Manitoba) 
Sweet clover starts very early, be i 
fore «n> other grass or weeds, and if 
lull sown the wed takes up moisture 
and i< ready to start at the first ”ao- 
li.iiallnn of spring." The seed may, 
be distributed h> sprinkling it ovet 
the manure in the spread —from a pint 
to u quart to a loud, depending on how 
many loads per acre are being spread. 
We have sown on the last snow In the’ 
spring, broadcast b> hand In the fall, 
and us»>d a grain drill to seed on the 
pasture. We have plowed up patches 
of buck brush, or other parts of the 
pasture where the grass did not grow,' 
and manured and seeded to sweet 
clover, and we ran keep twice as much 
Mock in the same pasture as we could 
before. 

We harvest with an ordinary grain 
binder, but do not use a bundle car¬ 
rier the bundles separate better; 
w hen allow ft] to drop off singly. Cut 
line should be done before the seed is 
dead ripe Much seed is wasted by 
waiting too long. (’ut on the green 
side, when the first seed get Is turn¬ 
ing brown. There may be some 
bloom in the field still. If rather ripe 
rut on u damp day. or late in the even¬ 
ing or early morning. Avoid cutting 
during the dry. hot part of the day. i 
We lea e the bundles in the field as, 
dropped -do not shock or stack them. 
They dry very satisfactorily in the 
field 

The bundle* are allowed to fall from 
the machine, as they often hang-to¬ 
gether If a bundle carrier is used. 
The bundles are not shocked, but left 
just as the binder dropped them until 
dry enough to thresh. A row of bun 
dies is then moved at Intervals to al¬ 
low the wagons to drive through In 
gathering them up at threshing time, 
’light bottom racks should be used. 

The threshing Is done with nn or- ! 
dinary grain thresher, with full con¬ 
cave, and riddles set for lla.x. The 
hc* d Is very easily knocked off the 
stems, but not more thau 10 to 20 per 
cent, is hulled by this method or 
threshing. The seed is put through a 
tunning mill to remove broken up* 
stems and other trash before It is 
ready to seed. A careful job of III resil¬ 
ing leaves tin* seed clean enougli to 
put through t lie* scarifier without using 
a fanning mill. 

Professor Hopkins reports an In¬ 
vestigation ot the value of sweet clov¬ 
er for green manure in Illinois. The 
crop was practically mature, having 
been sown tin* previous year. The 
total dry matter in the crop, including 
the root* to a depth of 20 Inches, was 
6.1 tons pet acre, of which 1.2 tons 
were r'jots. 

Sweet clover contains practically 40 
pounds of nitrogen per ton; In other 
words tills crop of 6.4 tons of sweet 
clover, when plowed under on the land, 
would furnish as much nitrogen and 
humus-forming material us 25 tons of 
average farm manure. 

A German investigation of sweet 
clover for green manure showed the 
yield of potatoes on land where sweet 
clovt r was plowed under, to have been 
*211 bushels; and 115 bushels where 
neither sweet clover nor manure was 
Used. 

Why not use sweet clover to build 
up the land that is to bo summerfal- 
lowed? There is no weed that can 
make much headway among sweet 
clover, and it could be plowed under 
during the summer before the seed of 
any weeds was ripe. The sweet clov¬ 
er could be clipped once to destroy any 
wild oats or other weeds that might 
be starting? It is probable that sweet 
clover or any other green manure 
crop should be plowed under before 
harvest or not later than the middle of 
August so that Hit* growth plowed un¬ 
der would have time to rot before cold 
weather. If the land is dry ut the 
time of plowing, a heavy packer 
should he used after the plow. Hods 
or chains should be used on tho plow 
to Insure all the growth being turned 
under and the land packed to hasten 
the rotting 

Sweet clover, under ordinary condi¬ 
tions. makes a more rapid and vigor¬ 
ous growth than any other crop com¬ 
mon to this region. When it is plant¬ 
ed on well prepared land, so that the 
plants get a good start the first year, 
ir will make such a vigorous growth 
the second year that It will smother 
out all common weeds and usually 
severely weaken quack grass, sow 
thistle and Canada thistle. There are 
growers In the lted River Valley who 
credited sweet clover with eradicating 
these worst weeds. 

Land badly infsted with quack grass 
or thistle should be guimucrfallowcd 
or thoroughly worked with the spring 
tooth and duck foot cultivators late in 
the lull to set these weeds back as 
much as possible. Working such land 
tfurly in the spring and sowing tin* 
sw. et clover with late barley may also

Muskrat Not Slave To Beaver 


At Least Not In Saskatchewan Says 
Fred Bradshaw 

The Saskatchewan muskrat does not 
know tho yoke of slavery. 

That statement is made on tho au 
thorlfy of Fred Bradshaw, guardian 
ot wild animal and bird life in this 
prairie province and recognized as the 
one man with tho greatest knowledge 
of the subject. 

Mr. Bradshaw Is one of tho several 
who has witnessed tho nnnuul dance 
of the prairie chicken. He has visit¬ 
ed the muskrat iu their native haunts, 
but he has never, ho lias stated for 
publication, seen the muskrat working 
as a slave for the beaver. . 

Chase S. Osborn, a United States 
writer on nature and ex-governor of 
the state of Michigan, is the authority 
for iho statement that muskrats do 
"the dirty work” for beavers, that the 
rats are forced into a state of slavery 
by their larger cousins wherever and 
whenever the two species are found 
together. The former governor of 
Michigan hAs written for all tho world 
to see that every beaver home has 
anywhere from two to half a dozen 
rat slaves. He also wrote that In¬ 
dians and trappers everywhere were 
aware of the enslaved condition of tho 
unfortunate rats. He, he declared in 
a recent article, waa merely th© first 
person in the wide, wide world to give 
the startling Informal ion to the world. 

Now Mr. Bradshaw does not pretend 
to know all about the habits of the 
Michigan beaver, but he does pretend 
to have a fair working knowledge of 
ithe Uenlz«‘Os of the wilds of Saskatche¬ 
wan. He also believes the Saskatche¬ 
wan animals are not racially different 
from those that happen to live south 
of the international line.
